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-  REPORT. 


The  Managers  of  the  North-Western  Soup  Society  of  Philadelphia, 
submit  their  Second  Report. 

In  taking  a  retrospective  view  of  the  workings  of  the  Society  for  the 
past  year,  the  Managers  find  reason  to  congratulate  themselves  on  the 
continued  success  of  their  undertaking. 

The  prevalence  of  a  malignant  epidemic  and  consequent  fear  of  in¬ 
fection  from  contact  with  a  crowd,  prevented  many  from  availing  them¬ 
selves  of  the  benefits  of  the  Society,  and  materially  lessened  the  amount 
of  Soup  given  out  as  compared  with  the  distribution  of  the  previous 
year.  This  falling  off  in  the  number  of  applicants  for  aid,  appears  to 
have  been  common  to  all  the  Soup  Plouses  of  our  city. 

The  thanks  of  the  Managers  are  due  to  those  whose  beneficent 
kindness  has  been  so  liberally  shown,  and  have  so  materially  contri¬ 
buted  to  sustain  the  Society  in  this  their  second  year  of  operations. 

Laboring  under  the  burden  of  debt  incurred  in  the  purchase  of  Real 
Estate  suited  to  the  objects  of  the  Society,  and  pressed  by  a  holder  of 
a  mortgage,  the  Managers  reel  that  they  have  peculiar  reasons  to  ex¬ 
press  their  sense  of  obligation  to  those  whose  generosity  have  enabled 
the  Society  to  tide  over  the  financial  exigencies  of  the  present  year, 
and  give  them  courage  to  encounter  those  of  the  coming  season. 

The  thanks  of  the  Managers  are  also  due  to  two  gentlemen  of  their 
body  who  volunteered  to,  and  did  assume  a  large  portion  of  a  claim 
threatened  to  be  sued  out  by  an  obdurate  creditor,  and  which  the  con¬ 
dition  of  the  Treasurv  at  the  time  failed  to  meet. 

With  every  sense  of  the  obligation  due  a  generous  public  for  the  aid 
already  bestowed,  the  Managers  desire  to  invoke  a  continuation  in  their 
behalf  of  that  philanthropy  already  so  freely  exercised.  They  feel  as¬ 
sured  also  that  the  gratitude  of  hundreds  of  women  and  children  who 
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reap  the  benefits  in  an  inclement  season  of  this  institution,  arise  spon¬ 
taneously  in  confirmation,  that  the  great  lesson  of  the  Redeemer,  “  for 
the  poor  ye  have  always  with  you/'  has  not  been  forgotten. 

With  a  continuation  of  the  liberality  of  their  friends,  the  Mana¬ 
gers  hope  in  the  coming  year  to  clear  off  a  portion  of  their  indebtedness, 
and  in  thus  lessening  one  source  of  their  expenses,  remove  also  their 
solicitude  as  to  the  ultimate  success  of  their  undertaking. 

In  this  their  Second  Report,  they  present  a  list  of  life  members,  con¬ 
tributors  and  donors  for  the  year  1872.  They  also  present  an  exposi¬ 
tion  of  the  operations  of  the  Society  for  the  same  year.

OCIETY, 


The  House  was  opened  the  second  season  for  the  distribution  of 
Soup  and  Bread  on  the  second  day  of  January  A.  X).  1872,  and  was 
closed  March  13th  the  same  year.  During  this  period  there  were 
fifty-three  tickets  issued  to  heads  of  families  representing  two  hundred 
and  thirty-five  adults  and  children.  The  whole  quantity  of  Soup  dis¬ 
tributed  was  six  thousand  four  hundred  and  eighty-eight  pints.  Num¬ 
ber  of  transient  applicants  relieved,  one  thousand  and  ninety-eight. 
Number  of  loaves  of  bread  distributed,  eleven  hundred  and  seventeen. 
The  cash  receipts  were  fifteen  hundred  and  eighteen  dollars  and  eighty 
cents,  and  the  expenses,  including  one  thousand  dollars  paid  on  ac¬ 
count  of  mortgage,  were  fifteen  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  and  fifty 


cents.
